ul! the people is a problem for think­ 
ing men and women regardless 
of 
occupation. 
The following 
plea for 
equal rights and equal opportunities 
is an editorial by Dr. <H. J. Waters, 
whivh 
appeared 
recently 
in the 
Weekly Kansas City Star: 
“No part of the 
Nation’s 
educa­ 
tional system is worthy of so much 
conscious concern 
a* 
is the school 
where its farmers are prepared for 
their duties and responsibilities. And 
no part of a nation’s education sys­ 
tem is so difficult to develop 
an d ( 
maintain satisfactorily 
as 
its rural 
schools. 
Educating one considerable 
part 
of its children well and another part 
badly is an unsafe program for any 
nation, however rich and powerful. 
The principle upon which our na­ 
tion was 
founded—that 
of 
equal 
rights ami equal opportunities to all 
- is being grossly violated in 
the 
m atter of the education of the coun­ 
try child. 
Equal opportunity is not 
even approximated w’hen the children 
of the city attend school in a com­ 
fortable, 
commodious, 
sanitary and 
well-lighted building; and taught by 
well trained and carefully supervised 
teachers; are accurately graded and 
given every facility 
that 
modern 
progrc*«« has provided, while children 
of the farm are brought together in 
a poor, one-room school-house, where 
one teacher, a poorly trained, inex- 
perienccd, underpaid girl teaches all 
grades and that without modern help 
and with almost no supervision. 
To 
the inexperienced country teacher is 
given the most difficult task in edu­ 
cation 
that of 
teaching the entire 
range 
of 
elementary 
subjects 
to 
small and unclassified groups. 
“ Eight million farm children in the 
United States must be satisfied with 
an education costing twenty-four dol- 
lar> a year each, while approximate­ 
ly an equal number of city children 
have spent upon their education for­ 
ty dollars a year. 
The eounry child’s 
stchoo! 
year 
is 
thirty-eight 
days 
shorter than the city child’s school 
year. 
The country chile gets only 
six years of elementary schooling as 
com pa red with eight years given the 
city child. 
Country children lose by 
absence on the average twenty-eight 
per cent of a seven-months school 
year and 
the 
children 
of a town 
school year. 
“Half of the rural teachers of the 
United States have never finished a 
fout-y«ar high school course; ten per 
cent have never studied beyond 
the 
grade they teach; and only two in a 
hundred have graduated from a nor 
mal school or college. 
In only 
12 
states is provision made for a pro 
fessionally prepared 
supervisor for 
rural schools. 
Every town of 
the 
United States has a well trained su 
pervisor fo 
rits 
schools. 
In more 
than half the states county superin­ 
tendents 
of 
education—those 
in 
charge of ruraf schools—are chosen 
on the basis of their political affilia 
tions. 
No other school supervisor is 
so chose r. 
“ No wonder the country child's in- 
tcrest in school lags; no wonder the 
attendance record in country schools 
is low; no wonder progress in eduea 
tiun among country children is un­ 
satisfactory. 
The fault lie« not with 
country children 
hut 
with 
country 
schools. 
“But merely talking about the de­ 
ficiencies of country schools accomp 
lishe? nothing. 
If we hope to equal 
ize the educational 
opportunity 
of 
the country and city child 
we must 
take radical steps with 
the* country 
schoo1. 
We must make the 
county 
the school unit and replace the iaolat 
ed, v mik. one-room school with 
well supervised 
and 
well equipped 
consolidated institution. 
“As good schools in the country as 
in the city is the only safe course for 
any nation’’.

Piepmeier, chief engineer for 
the State Highway Commission says 
that section"* of road to he built un­

program will first be chosen for work

worst portion** of the highway first*’, 
he stated, “so that the traffic may get 
maximum service from the improve­ 
ments, ami the heavy fills may lie- 
come thoroughly settled before 
the 
hard surfacing is applied. 
As the law stipulates that road 
work is to be carried on in all coun­ 
ties of the state simultaneously” Mr. 
Piepmeier added, “ it will 
be 
hut a 
short time until there will ho a large 
mileage of improved roads in every 
county jn the state. 
The present road program has been 
delayed, Mr. Piepmeier declared, by 
the railroad strike and the priority 
order on open top cars for coal ship­ 
ments. 
However, he averred 
there 
are now employed upon public high­ 
ways 
more 
than 7,000 men. 
The 
state 
highway commission now has 
approximately .100 employes making 
surveys, preparing 
plans and super- 
ising and directing work. 
Though 
the economical handling of the woik 
has been rendered difficult by

separation of the project, Mr. Piep­ 
meier asserted that it has been 
ac­ 
complished so far at a cost of only 
five per cent of the work done. 
All work is done, he said, through
